IT’S certainly a big year for New¬ 
market. 

The racecourses are marking 350 
years of racing, Tattersalls is cel¬ 
ebrating its 250th anniversary... and 
one project that has been unfolding 
behind closed doors for the past 
two years down Palace Street has at 
last reached the home straight. 

September will see the official 


opening of the National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and Sport¬ 
ing Art. 

It is hoped the centre will attract 
visitors from worldwide, providing 
them with a window into every as¬ 
pect of the world of racing, from its 
beginnings way back in history to 
the present day. It has been 25 years 
in the making and planning. 


Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
horseracing museum, said the cen¬ 
tre would provide Newmarket with 
a ‘cultural heart’. 

He said: “The centre will recog¬ 
nise the internationally impor¬ 
tant role that Newmarket plays in 
horseracing. 

“Internationally, Newmarket is 
identified as the home of horserac¬ 


ing. But for a casual visitor at the 
moment, when they come after 
lunchtime it’s not easy to see that 
because it is all happening behind 
closed doors. 

“This project is about opening 
those doors.”

Memorial 
trees cut 
down: full 
inquiry is 
launched 

THE results of an investigation 
into the felling of memorial trees 
in Newmarket will be presented 
to councillors later this month. 

At an extraordinary meeting 
of the town council last night, it 
was decided three councillors 
would conduct an investigation 
into the felling of a number of 
trees bought in memory of local 
people in the town. 

The trees, on Birdcage Walk, 
were cut down without warning, 
and without permission from 
the owners, to make way for a 
statue of the Queen to mark her 
90th birthday and her links with 
the town. 

Cllrs Peter Hulbert and 
Chris Barker will conduct an 
investigation, talking to all 
parties involved and compiling 
a report to go in front of the full 
town council on May 23. 

The two councillors were 
chosen as they were both absent 
at the first meeting where it was 
said that no trees could be cut 
down without permission. 

Councillors agreed they would 
be able to look at the situation 
with 'a fresh pair of eyes'. 

They will work alongside Cllr 
Chris O'Neill to talk to parties 
involved and compile the report.

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Chocolate: Music 
to Emily’s ears 


WHAT if biting into a Dairy 
Milk set off the blast of 
trumpets in your head? Or 
nibbling on a Walnut Whip 
meant listening to violins? 

For some people, with a 
condition called taste-sound 
synaesthesia, hearing the 
food they eat is a reality - 
and one young composer 
has turned their experience 
into a piece of music. 

Emily Brighty, 19, of Gran¬ 
by Street in Newmarket, 
sent people who have the 
condition a box of 16 choco¬ 
lates, together with a ques¬ 
tionnaire about the kind of 
sounds they heard while eat¬ 
ing each one. 

She composed a piece of 
music based on the feedback 
she received - a task that 
took her three weeks. 

The music was recorded 
by an orchestra of 30 peo¬ 
ple at All Saints Church in 
Newmarket on Saturday. It 
was the first time Emily had 
heard her work performed. 

She said: “The synaesthete 
who inspired the whole 
thing was here [on Saturday] 
and she said she thought of 
chocolate.” 

The synaesthete was Mary

Blackhurst-Hill, who met 
Emily’s mum Cheryl - owner 
of Artistry in Cocoa in New¬ 
market’s Sun Lane - at a 
chocolate event in Ely a few 
years ago. 

After Cheryl and Mary got 
talking, they kept in touch 
and Emily gradually de¬ 
veloped the idea to create 
a piece of music based on 
taste-sound synaesthesia. 

She said: “It’s so different 
from how I perceive food 
and things as a non-synaes¬ 
thete -1 don’t experience any 
kind of sound beside food 
crunching! It’s very interest¬ 
ing and very insightful.” 

She said that after her 
mum told her about Mary’s 
experience she began to 
find out more about syn¬ 
aesthesia, which is the min¬ 
gling of different senses and 
can come in many different 
forms: some synaesthetes 
experience a colour when 
they hear a word or sound. 

Emily said: “As I’ve re¬ 
searched it and talked to dif¬ 


ferent people it’s become a 
little obsession.” 

The composition she has 
created so far is only based 
on synaesthetes’ feedback 
on nine of the different 
chocolates. She is hoping to 
continue with the project 
and complete compositions 
for the other seven choco¬ 
lates. 

The music that has been 
recorded so far will be 
turned into a CD for Emily’s 
Level 3 Extended Diploma 
music course at West Suffolk 
College in Bury St Edmunds. 

If you’re curious to know 
what chocolate sounds like, 
Emily will also be giving a 
talk at Artistry in Cocoa on 
luly 25. Guests will be able 
to listen to her composition 
at the same time as tucking 
into the chocolates on which 
the music is based. 

The event will be part of 
the Newmarket Festival of 
Music, which runs through¬ 
out fuly and was launched 
for the first time last year.

MP takes on 


historic race 
for charity

NEWMARKET’S MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock is set to com¬ 
pete in the oldest horse race 
in the world. 

Mr Hancock will be taking 
part in the Newmarket Town 
Plate on July 7 as the town 
celebrates 350 years of rac¬ 
ing history. 

The Town Plate was in¬ 
augurated in 1666 by King 
Charles II, who also won the 
first race - and now Mr Han¬ 
cock will be competing as an 
amateur rider on the same 
three-and-a-half mile course 
as 350 years ago. 

He will be raising money 
for St Nicholas Hospice Care, 
which provides care and 
help to people with terminal 
or life-threatening illnesses 
around West Suffolk. 

Before he is able to take on 
the race in July, Mr Hancock 
must lose a stone in weight 
and pass an intense fitness 
test. 



He started his training at 
the British Racing School in 
Newmarket last week. 

Mr Hancock said: “It’s 
an incredibly special year 
for Newmarket and British 
horse racing, and so I hope 


everyone will join in the fes¬ 
tivities. 

“I’ll be working hard to get 
fit in good time and will be 
cutting out carbohydrates to 
lose a stone by July. 

“But of course it’s all in 
aid of a very good cause: St 
Nicholas Hospice who care 
for vulnerable people across 
West Suffolk. 

“Please do give generously 
as they very much deserve 
our support.” 

This won’t be the MP’s first 
taste of racing: he won the 
Blue Square Charity Cavalry 
Charge at the July Course in 
2012 . 

Miranda McCoy, St Nicho¬ 
las Hospice Care community 
fundraiser, said: “I would like 
to wish Matthew all the best 
with his efforts to prepare for 
the race and on the day itself. 

“Every pound in weight 
he loses and every pound he 
raises will help us to contin¬ 
ue supporting people facing 
long-term and life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses at their local 
hospice.”

A SPITFIRE flypast and the of¬ 
ficial opening of a time capsule 
- Newmarket’s celebrations in its 
350th year were in full force over 
the Guineas weekend on Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. 

Two days of family fun were 
on offer for racegoers alongside 
traditional racing over the sunny 
bank holiday weekend. 

Newmarket’s 350 year celebra¬ 
tions officially started in the Pa¬ 
rade Ring on Saturday and saw 
the Spitfire fly over from the Im¬ 
perial War Museum at Duxford. 

The flypast was planned as 
a mark of respect for racing at 
Newmarket through two World 
Wars. 

A replica Spitfire was at the 
racecourse, with racegoers able 
to take a seat in the pilot’s cock¬ 
pit. 

An official 350 time capsule 
was opened on Saturday, with a 
specially-commissioned poem 
being written for the anniversary, 
read by Henry Birtles. 

In the family enclosure, a 
bouncy castle and giant inflat¬ 
able slide entertained children, 
alongside face painting, a car¬ 


ousel, helter skelter, coconut shy 
and kids club. 

For budding jockeys, a chance 
to meet a real racehorse in its sta¬ 
ble was also up for grabs. 

King Charles II, Elizabeth Musk 
and Catherine of Braganza were 
also roaming around the race¬ 
course and taking selfies with 
visitors as celebrations for 350 
years of making history got into 
full swing. 

Finally, a Gallop Through His¬ 
tory exhibition and an exhibition 
for the Queen’s 90th birthday, 
showcasing key images from her 
reign - including her passion and 
love for horseracing - were held. 

The family fun continues this 
Saturday with an event called 
Horseplay. 

The family race day will allow 
children to learn all about horses 
through role play and interactive 
learning. 

A mini hobby horse course, 
pony rides and all sorts of equine- 
related arts and crafts will also be 
on offer.

THE elderly and the very 
young came together last 
Thursday to celebrate as a 
primary school held its of¬ 
ficial reopening following a 
devastating arson attack. 

Former pupils at Exning 
Primary School - with the 
oldest a pupil there in 1936 
- gathered at the school to 
share their stories and enjoy 
performances by pupils as 
they reopened their class¬ 
room and library both of 
which were gutted in the fire. 

Pupil historians were on 
hand to record former stu¬ 
dents’ stories, while their 
fingerprints were taken for 
a tree artwork set to be hung 
on the walls. 

James Clark, headteacher, 
said: “It has been amazing. 
It is great to have the library 
back. 

“The oldest visitor who 
came along was a pupil here 
in 1936. 

“We are very pleasantly 
surprised at the number of 
people who have come. It 
shows the support we had 
from the community since 
the fire.” 

But the celebration has 
come after some difficult 
times for the school. 

A classroom dating back 
to Victorian times and the 
school’s library were totally 
gutted in the blaze, which 
occurred in the early hours 
of September 4 last year, the 
night before the start of the 
new school year. 

A 16-year-old girl admit¬ 


ted setting fire to the school, 
and was made the subject of 
a three-year Youth Rehabili¬ 
tation Order when the case 
came to court in January. 

Five thousand library 
books were destroyed and 
£300,000 damage was caused 
in the blaze. 

Firefighters - some of 
whom returned to the school 
for the celebration - battled 
the fire and then a lengthy 
clean up operation began in¬ 
volving staff and volunteers. 

Donations came in from 
around the county to help 
the school, with some peo¬ 
ple giving money, others 
donating books, and Tesco 
in Newmarket providing 
storage boxes for the school 
as it coped during the clean¬ 
up and extensive building 
works. 

Tesco also provided re¬ 
freshments and cakes for the 
reopening on Thursday. 

The school band wel¬ 


comed guests with a waltz, 
before a drum circle from 
year six and a final ener¬ 
getic performance from the 
school choir. 

Former pupils had also 
brought in old photographs 
during their time at the 
school, which adourned a 
board in the hall. 

Beautiful artwork depict¬ 
ing a phoenix, made by a 
parent, was put up in the li¬ 
brary, bearing the names of 
everyone who had donated 
items to the school after the 
fire. 

Jane Segust, deputy head¬ 
teacher, said: “The grand 
opening is the silver lining - 
we have got a beautiful new 
classroom and library. 

“It has been a long process 
but the local community re¬ 
ally came together to help 
us. 

“It is lovely to be able to 
give something back and say 
thank you.”

Four drug dens 
raided in bid to 
tackle dealing

ARRESTS and charges have been made after 
police swooped on four properties last week. 

Operation Edison was organised and co¬ 
ordinated by East Cambridgeshire Police 
as part of their ongoing crackdown on drug 
abuse and suspected drug dealing in the dis¬ 
trict - and members of the media were invited 
along. 

The first property - a flat in Springhead 
Lane, Ely - was raided on Tuesday morning. 
Police say heroin was found at the property. 

Lisa Riches has been charged with posses¬ 
sion of a Class A drug and has been bailed to 
appear at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on 
May 10. She was also arrested on suspicion 
of handling stolen goods pending further en¬ 
quiries. 

On Wednesday evening police turned their 
attention to a property in Kingfisher Drive, 
Soham. 

Officers say they discovered approximately 
300g of cannabis and a quantity of cash. 

A police spokesman said: “Depending on 
the purity of the drug the value will vary, but 
it’s likely to be more than £1,000 worth. 

“Officers were searching the address when 
a suspected supplier arrived with a delivery. A 
foot pursuit resulted and a second male was 
detained and arrested.” 

Two men have been arrested on suspicion 
of a Class B drug with intent to supply and re¬ 
leased on bail to return to Ely police station in 
fune pending further enquiries. 

On Thursday, a flat in Heron Croft, Soham, 
was raided and a quantity of heroin and can¬ 
nabis were found, as well as a suspected sto¬ 
len bicycle. 

Ian Clarke, who was reportedly inside the 
property at the time, has been charged with 
possession of a Class A and Class B drug. He 
has been bailed to appear at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on May 17. Enquiries about the 
bicycle are ongoing.

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NATIONAL HERITAGE CENTRE FOR HORSERACING AND SPORTING ART 

A window into the 


Work has been going on behind closed 
gates for two years, but the public 
will soon get to see the amazing 
transformation in Palace Street in 
Newmarket to create the National 
Heritage Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art. 

NATALIE ROBINSON joined the tour to 
get a glimpse of what visitors will soon be 
able to see... 


I T'S BEEN 25 years in the planning and 
making, but the builders' dust is starting 
to settle on Newmarket's heritage centre, 
celebrating horseracing and sporting art, as the 
project reaches the final furlong. 

With more than 350 years of history 
behind it, the National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art - a multi-million 
pound project encompassing the Royal palace 
and stables of King Charles II - is in the final 
stages of work, and scheduled to open in the 
autumn. 

The News was given a look inside the state- 
of-the-art museum last week, for the first time 
since work began, and what was a building site 
has been transformed into a beautiful indoor 
and outdoor space; a perfect window on the 
international HQ for horseracing. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the Horse Racing 
Museum, led the tour. 

He said: "The centre will recognise the 
internationally important role that Newmarket 
plays in horseracing. 

"This has been on the table for 25 years 
and will be a really transformative project for 
Newmarket that will give it a cultural heart. 

"Internationally, Newmarket is identified as 
the home of horseracing. 

"But for a casual visitor at the moment, 
when they come after lunchtime it's not easy 
to see that because it is all happening behind 
closed doors. 

"This project is about opening those doors." 
The stables was run as a successful yard until 
its last owner, Bruce Hobbs, retired in 1986 
and put it on the market. 

An owner was never found. Thieves broke 
in and ransacked the property two years later, 
stealing the ornate and historic fireplaces and, 
tragically, setting the building alight. 

It was after this that Forest Heath District 
Council came in with a compulsory purchase 
order and the plans for the centre began. 

A glass roofed walk-through links the Rous 
Road public car park with Palace Street, 
allowing both heritage centre visitors and 
shoppers - and those who want to visit the 
centre cafe - to walk through and eventually 




gain access to the High Street. 

While the foyer is brand new, light and 
contemporary, the museum's history is evident 
wherever you look, and, as such, the very 
fabric of the building is an exhibit in itself. 

Upstairs, original 1855 stencil work and 
bricks of the 1670s structure remain, as well as 
the fireplace spaces, which still show the scars 
left by the thieves. One of the walls dates back 
to the 1670s and is the back wall of Charles M's 
original stables. 

Visitors will begin their journey through 
the history of horseracing at the top of the 
museum. 

The first exhibition, Under Starters' Orders, 
features some of the earliest works associated 
with racing in the UK. 

Next door, will lie the Maktoum Gallery 
of the Thoroughbred, looking at the science 
behind the racehorse and the development of 
the equine athlete, through careful breeding. 

It will look in detail at the heart, lungs and 
muscle of a racehorse . . . making it an ideal 
destination for school science trips, said Mr

Garibaldi. 

A National Passion exhibition room 
will show racing from 1 750 through to 
the modern day. 

"What came from Newmarket with 
350 years of history is now a global 
phenomenon," Mr Garibaldi said. 

"The exhibition will show the 
Sport of Kings, from Henry VIII to the 
modern day Queen. 

"There will also be a part heroes and legends 
- looking at trainers, jockeys, owners and 
horses." 

Education is going to be an important aspect 
of the heritage centre - there will be a library, 


which will also be available for the use of 
researchers, and classrooms for visiting groups 
and school trips. Nearby is the archive and 
object store so that items can be brought out 
easily for classroom users. 

Snaking back downstairs, a temporary

FOR Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, seeing the National Herit¬ 
age Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art nearing completion 
has been a long time coming. 

Cllr Robin Millar, deputy leader 
of FHDC and county councillor 
for Newmarket and Red Lodge, 
and George Lambton, a former 
town and district councillor, both 
remember conversations about 
the site dating back as early as 
2003. 

“The idea started in that au¬ 
tumn," Cllr Millar said. “We had a 
meeting in the King’s bedroom in 
Palace House.” 

However, the council’s story 
on the Palace House site goes 


back to the 90s, when it received 
a phonecall to say builders were 
pulling down the front of the his¬ 
toric building. 

FHDC took action and put a 
compulsory purchase order on 
the property and then began to 
refurbish Palace House mews 
next door at a cost of £1.3m. 

Cllr Millar said: “It was David 
Burnip as legal officer [and went 
on to be FHDC chief executive] at 
the time and Geoffrey Jaggard as 
leader of the district council who 
recognised building work was in¬ 
appropriate and this should not 
be able to happen to it. 

“In the back end of the 90s the 
council started a refurbishment 


on Palace House which is where 
we found the sash window 

“We realised what we had and 
went back to the council and said 
we really have to grab hold of this 
and do something about it.” 

At the time, the site’s royal links 
were not known but the council 
realised the site should not be 
used for anything else. 

Mr Lambton said: “The racing 
planning policy is a local policy 
for Newmarket to stop other 
things being built on racing land. 

“It is important that the coun¬ 
cil were not tempted to maximise 
their investment and sell the site 
off.” 

The Home of Horseracing Trust 


was set up with Peter Jensen at 
the helm and he has continued as 
chairman of the trust ever since. 

With a business plan and a 
proposal, money and donations 
began to come in and the project 
began to take shape. 

Cllr Millar said that a large 
number of people had contrib¬ 
uted to making the project a suc¬ 
cess, with the district council just 
one part of it. 

He added: “This is one of many 
strands of people who have made 
this happen and without any 
one of them it would have fallen 
apart. 

“I think it is only just dawning 
on me how good this project is. “

exhibition space has been installed for 
changing art works throughout the year. 

There will be an exhibition for Tattersalls 
- which celebrates its 250th anniversary this 
year. 

Two other galleries will show horseracing's 
sporting glories, with trophies sitting alongside 
audio visual footage of the winning races. 

It is outside where the older elements of the 
yard come into their own - and on a sunny 
day the stables look stunning. 

First, is the King's Yard, the former Palace 
House stables. Instead of housing horses, the 
boxes will now tell the story behind the scenes 
of racing. 

Mr Garibaldi said: "Racing is just the tip of 
the iceberg. In the stables we will look at the 
world behind that. How do you register silks? 
How do you register the name of a racehorse? 
What is the life of a trainer or jockey like?" 

The museum's racehorse simulator will 
also take up home in one of the boxes, with 
others looking at Newmarket's state-of-the art 
veterinary provision. 

And in the gardens, watching over these 
historic stables, as well as outside seating for 
the cafe, will be a bronze statue of Frankel 
which is yet to be installed. 

As the site snakes backwards, the beautiful 
Rothschild Yard, with its red-brick buildings, 
water fountain and neatly clipped green lawns, 
comes into view. 

Here, visitors will be able to learn about the 
Retraining of Racehorses charity, with horses 
stabled here and demonstrations to give the 
public a glimpse of the life of a racehorse once 


it has left the track. 

There's an arena, paddocks and horsewalk 
so the racehorses can be put to work in front 
of visitors. 

A mobile farrier will also be at work, 
deomonstrating his craft for visitors, in another 
original stable at the yard. 

The National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art will be open to 
the public in early September.

World’s finest sporting art takes up residence 


in the Palace 



O NCE visitors have completed 
their tour of the national 
heritage centre, a whole world 
still awaits across the street in Palace 
House. 

The stately building, which was 
formerly the King's palace, has been 
transformed into The Fred Packard 
Museum and Gallery of British Sporting 
Art. 

Behind the doors in the grand, 
panelled rooms lies sporting artwork 
dating from the 17th century up to the 
21st century. 

About 70 per cent of the artwork is 
already up on the walls. 

A huge, breath-taking painting by Lucy 
Kemp Welch takes pride of place on the 
top floor - having been winched up into 
position through the centre of the grand 
staircase. 



The paintings take visitors on a journey 
through the centuries; depicting other 
sports as well as horseracing. 

And a lot of the paintings and artworks 
on display will be available to the public 


for the first time in decades, as until 
now they have been in storage. 

Graham Snelling, curator of the 
museum said: A large number of 
the works we have are on loan from 
museums including the Fitzwilliam, 
the Tate and the Victoria and Albert. 

"A large number have been in 
storage and not on display so visitors 
will have access to paintings that 
would not normally be seen by the 
public." 

Palace House also features the 
earliest surviving example of a 
weighted sash window, still standing 
as an original window in the palace. 
Many panes are missing but the glass 
that is still in place is original, giving you 
possibly the chance to look through the 
same window as King Charles II himself.

Retrievers raise £58,000 
for dog cancer research 



A HISTORIC hall on the site of the 
Animal Health Trust has gone on 
the market to raise extra funds for 
the charity. 

Lanwades Hall, which currently 
houses the charity's support 
teams, is up for sale because it is 
no longer suitable for the AHT's 
needs. 

The property is on the market 
for £2.5million. 

Stephen Masson, chief operating 
officer of the AHT, said: "Lanwades 
Hall is a beautiful building but it 
no longer meets the needs of the 
charity. 

"Our plan is to sell Lanwades 
Hall and build a purpose built 
office building within the grounds 
of Lanwades Park which will 
better serve what we are trying to 
achieve." 

The AHT has had a base at 
Lanwades park since the 1960s 
and owns 120 acres of wood and 
parkland. 

There, they have their clinic, 
diagnostic and scientific 
laboratories where they undertake 
pioneering research into diseases 
and injuries affecting horses, dogs 
and cats. 

Mr Masson added : "We're not 
going anywhere - the charity is 
going from strength to strength and 
we have ambitious plans to further 
our work to help more animals."

SIX hundred Golden Retrievers 
have united to raise money for a 
Newmarket charity. 

A total of £58,000 has been raised 
for the Animal Health Trust in Kent¬ 
ford near Newmarket thanks to 
Zoe’s Journey 

Zoe’s Journey started in Janu¬ 
ary last year by a woman whose 
13-year-old Golden Retriever, Zoe, 
was given the all clear from lym¬ 
phoma. 

Jayne May, Zoe’s owner, started a 
support group on Facebook, with 
owners of other dogs who had can¬ 
cer coming for advice. 

From there, a donation page set 
up for the Animal Health Trust, 
conducting research into canine 
cancer, grew and grew thanks to 
fundraising events and now stands 
at £58,000. 

Jayne said: “Initially, I set out to 
raise £5,000 for the AHT. I never 
could have dreamt the campaign 
would achieve £58,000 in just over 


a year. On our Facebook group, it 
seems as if dogs are dying of cancer 
every week. It’s devastating. 

“Losing a dog is never easy but if 
it’s a young dog who has lost its life 
to cancer, that’s just not right and 
we need to do something about it. 

“Zoe survived cancer, and it’s 
only through research that we can 
find out what makes some dogs dif¬ 
ferent and harness this to protect 
more dogs from this horrible dis¬ 


ease. That’s what we’re fighting for.” 

Sadly, Zoe died in April due to old 
age - but she leaves a lasting legacy. 
The cash raised by her owner will be 
a huge boost to the AHT’s research 
into cancer in dogs. 

Dr Mike Starkey, head of molecu¬ 
lar oncology research, said: “We’re 
really grateful and humbled that 
Zoe’s Journey UK has chosen us as 
the beneficiaries of this fundraising 
campaign. 


“Sadly, cancer research in dogs is 
quite poorly funded so Zoe’s Jour¬ 
ney UK campaign is a huge boost to 
our research, especially when you 
consider that any advancements 
made in cancer research in dogs 
could have benefits for people too.” 

Mark Labbett, from The Chase on 
ITV and owner of Baloo the Golden 
Retriever, was on hand with Jayne 
to give the cheque to the AHT last 
week.

‘I couldn’t read - so I 
thought 1 was just thick’ 


T AKE a look at Jay Banks, and you'd 

never suspect he'd faced a single difficulty 
in his life. 

Tall, strapping and with a wide smile never 
far from his face, he positively glows with 
good health. And his smile is particularly wide 
at the moment, as last month he beat 2,500 
others to be crowned International Fitness 
Personal Trainer of the Year at a glittering awards 
ceremony. 

"I was runner-up last year, so I thought if I 
came second two years in a row, that would 
show it wasn't a fluke first time," says Jay with 
a laugh. "But when they said my name, I was 
absolutely ecstatic. 

"You think you're going to be all cool when 
you go up to get the award, but all of a sudden 
you feel the tears coming down, and you're like 
'Oh my god, I'm crying like a baby...'" 

But the tears are understandable, as the 
32-year-old has come a long way to win this 
prestigious accolade. 

Until he was 24, Jay couldn't read or write. 
Told by teachers that he'd never amount to 
anything, he's also had to overcome nasty 
injuries, weight gain and depression to get 
where he is now - the owner of three thriving 
businesses, and a keen fundraiser for local 
charity East Anglia Children's Hospice. 

"I struggled with reading and writing all the 
way through school," recalls Jay. "When I was 
little, my primary teacher said to my mum and 
dad: 'He'll never be university material'. 

I thought I was just thick." 

But he wasn't 'thick'; without realising it, Jay 
was dyslexic. To him, a page of writing was just 
a jumble of random letters, "and I'd read it and 
kind of get it, but I'd basically have to make it 
up. 

"I went to Comberton Village College, and 
it was still a time where dyslexia wasn't really 
recognised. I used to be really naughty and just 
do stupid things to get out of reading - typical 
boy behaviour where you just mess around and 
get sent out. Because that would be the worst 
thing, having to read out loud." 

His overriding memory is of being ashamed 
"It makes you feel awful. Absolutely awful. 

You feel like 'I'm useless. I can't do 
anything. I'm never going to amount to 
anything if I can't even read'." 

Other than music, PE and home 
economics, Jay flunked his GCSEs, "but I 
knew when 

I left school that I was going to be a 
dancer. 

I'd been dancing since I was 9, and nothing 
else mattered." 

He studied performing arts at Bodywork 
Company Dance Studios, but even there his 
illiteracy reared its head. "I still couldn't really 
read at all, so when I had auditions, my biggest 
dread was when they used to give me sheet 
music to sing, because if I didn't know the song 
I couldn't read the words on it. 

"And in drama classes, getting given a script 
to stand up and read, I was always like 'No, I'm 
not really interested in that.' I always made out 
I didn't want to do it, when really I did. I just 
didn't want to be seen as stupid." 

But Jay's talent as a dancer saw him through. 
He left college at 19 and was never out of work; 
he travelled the globe dancing on cruise ships, 
in musicals, in pop videos, even touring with the 
likes of McFly, "and it was brilliant. I had a great 
time." 

But in 2007, a horrific injury changed 
everything. Performing in a Christmas show 
in Ireland, Jay was waiting to go on stage one 
night: "The girls came off, I stepped back to 
let them off - and they hadn't put a guard rail 
behind. I misplaced my foot and impaled myself

on an amp rack," he says, lifting his top to reveal 
a livid, four-inch scar slicing downwards from his 
armpit. 

He was rushed to hospital, "but I didn't realise 
the severity of it; I thought I'd be back in the 
show the next night! But I was sitting in Accident 
and Emergency, and all of a sudden 
I started getting chest pains. 

"They sent me straight through, because it 
was hard to breathe, and they realised that I'd 
punctured my lung. The only reason I'd 
stayed alive was because of the 
adrenaline pumping around my 
body. My heart was going into 
shock." 

During his five days in hospital, 
it gradually dawned on Jay that 
his career was over. "I just knew," 
he says. "I broke my ankle on a 
job out in Germany nine months 
earlier, and they wanted to put 
pins in my ankle and I'd refused 
it; luckily it had healed. And 
now this had happened. 

"I'd done everything I 
wanted to do, and knew 
I was on the rung back

down, 
but this 
accelerated 
everything. It was 
time to stop. I was 
gutted, because it was my 
life." 

Feeling despondent, Jay 
returned to Cambridge and 
took a job at Revolution. 

Working behind the bar one 
New Year's Eve, he met the 
lady who'd become his wife, 

Kelly Reed - and it was Kelly, 
a sports studies teacher at 
Cambridge Regional College, 
who encouraged Jay to think 
about becoming a personal 
trainer. 

He agreed, and began with a 
gym instructing course at CRC, still

hiding his literacy problems. It was only when 
he received a letter from the insurance company 
about his injury that the truth finally came out. 
"Kelly said 'Aren't you going to read it?' And I 
opened it and said 'Ah, I'll read it later'. She said 
'Er, read it!' And I said 'I can't read'." 

For Jay, it was a huge moment - but Kelly was 
completely understanding. "She just said 'Don't 
worry'. And that was the start. I had dyslexia 
tests at CRC, I then told my parents, and they 
were like 'Right, that explains a lot!"' 

CRC were, he says, "so helpful". 

He had extra assistance in the classroom, and 
was given a blue overlay to put over text: "It's 
like magic; it keeps all the words still. It then 
didn't take me too long to understand how to 
break the words down, and I learned to read, 
at 24, like a child would." 

After completing his exams, Jay worked for 
a gym for two years before going freelance. 

As well as personal training, he taught classes 
in everything from Pilates and street dance to 
boxercise and aqua aerobics. He married Kelly, 
and life was rosy. 

But in December 2012, disaster struck once 
again. "It was in a class called flexi-bar," recalls 
Jay. "I was teaching quite elderly people, so it 
wasn't strenuous, and all of a sudden it felt like 
someone had stabbed me in the stomach." 

In agonising pain, he managed to finish the 
class, "and I remember going to the toilet and 
nearly falling over; I had to hold the wall to stop 
myself from passing out because of the pain." 

His CP dismissed it as 'just a strain', but Jay 
knew he'd torn his abdominal muscles. He 
struggled on with his classes, and by March was 
almost back to normal. 
But in September he 
was teaching a Pilates 
class, "and I felt this 
burning sensation across 
the same area again, and I 
' was like'Oh no...'" 

A year of misery followed. 

Jay would find himself passing 
out in agony, and began relying on 
painkillers to get him through it. The 
injury also prevented him from doing 
much work - and he started piling on the 
pounds. 

I went up to almost 17 stone, I'm normally 
about 12 or 13, and I started to suffer 
quite badly from depression because 
I'd put on all this weight," he recalls. 

"I was just binge eating, not wanting 
to do anything, unhappy - it was 
awful. 

I was getting fatter and 
fatter and taking more 
and more painkillers." 

He went to see various 
doctors and physiotherapists, 
with no success. "I was just 
getting worse. I'd stopped all 
my private work, and went to 
work at a gym as their studio 
co-ordinator, which wasn't 
what I wanted to be doing." 

By chance, someone 
recommended a physiotherapist, 

Bruce Smart, at Derby Cottage - an 
osteopathic and sports injury clinic near 
Newmarket. Jay went to see him, "and 

within two minutes he said 'Yeah, I can feel 



at 


the tear there'. He does work with the Great 
Britain ice hockey team, and abdominal tears 
are something they get quite regularly, so he 
felt it straight away." 

With Bruce's help, Jay began to rehabilitate 
himself. 

"I got myself off all the painkillers, researched 
anti-inflammatory foods, and started focusing 
on weight loss as well. Before I was eating things 
like cereals and bagels, everything I thought that 
as a personal trainer is 'right' for you. But most 
of it is flammatory, so if you've got any injuries, 
it makes it worse." Instead he concentrated on 
eating greens, protein and removing the grains 
from his diet, "and I started losing weight and 
healing myself." 

For Jay, life improved radically. Bruce invited 
him to open a Pilates clinic at Derby Cottage, 
he's back teaching private clients and at gyms in 
Cambridge and Newmarket, and now, alongside 
Kelly, he's taken on a Kick Start Fat Loss 
franchise in Burwell, where 
they live.

Drivertess era to start - 
against drivers' wishes 


A LMOST two-thirds (65 per cent) of motorists 
believe a human should always be in control 
of a vehicle despite the development of 
driverless cars, according to a new study. 

A survey of 1,000 British drivers found that more 
than a third (34 per cent) think the technology is a 
bad idea, with 45 per cent being unsure. 

When those polled were asked to predict when 
driverless cars will become the norm, the median 
time given was "more than a decade away". 

The research was commissioned by 1AM 
RoadSmart, formerly the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists. 

The organisation's chief executive, Sarah Sillars, 
said: "Intelligent cars will deliver a step change in 
road safety by targeting the human errors we make 
from time to time. 

"At 1AM RoadSmart we believe a well-trained 
driver and an ever-vigilant car is a win-win scenario 
for the future." 

The study also found that the best liked aspect of 
driverless cars would be if drivers behind were not 
able to get too close to them, with 90 per cent in 
favour of this. 

Chancellor George Osborne announced plans in 
March's Budget for trials which will allow driverless 
cars on motorways next year.

Adapted versions of Volvo's XC90 sport utility 
vehicle will be used in the trials. 

They will be fitted with additional computer 
systems, cameras and sensors to enable them to 
carry out steering, lane changes, acceleration and 
braking without driver control, Volvo said. 

Hakan Samuelsson, president of the Gothenburg- 
based company, commented: "Autonomous driving 
represents a leap forward in car safety. 

"The sooner AD cars are on the roads, the sooner 
lives will start being saved."

Local council *should tax 
worst polluting vehicles* 


L OCAL authorities across 
England should be given 
enhanced powers to 
charge the worst polluting 
vehicles entering towns and 
cities in a bid to improve air 
quality, MPs have urged. 

The Commons' 

Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Efra) committee said 
that existing plans to allow 
London and five other cities to 
introduce restrictions and fees 
for certain vehicles should be 
extended across the country. 

In December, the 
Environment Department 
(Defra) published a long- 
awaited air quality plan which 
focused on bringing in clean 
air zones in Birmingham, 

Leeds, Nottingham, Derby and 
Southampton by 2020. 

The zones will use charging 
to discourage the most 
polluting vehicles, including 
old diesel buses, taxis, coaches 
and lorries, from entering the 
city centres. London is also 
set to bring in an ultra low 
emissions zone in 2020, which 
apply to all vehicles. 

The Efra committee called 
for all local authorities to be 
given the opportunity to tackle 
pollution in this way. 

Chairman, Neil Parish, said: 
"Only five cities - Birmingham, 
Leeds, Nottingham, Derby and 
Southampton - will have new 
powers to charge polluting 
vehicles to enter new clean air

zones. 

"Councils in the dozens of 
other English cities currently 
exceeding EU pollution limits 
must also be given the option 
of using such powers if their 
communities support action." 

A Defra spokesman insisted 
that air quality is a priority for 
the Government. He said: 
"Cities already have powers to 
introduce clean air zones and 
other air quality schemes." 

Ministers were ordered by 
the Supreme Court last year to 
produce plans to comply with 
European Union law on limits 
for nitrogen dioxide in the air. 

The ruling was the 
culmination of a five-year 
legal battle by ClientEarth 
over the UK's "admitted and 
continuing" failure to comply 
with limits set under the Air 
Quality Directive "for the 
protection of human health". 

Alan Andrews, a lawyer 
at the environmental law 
firm, welcomed the Efra 
committee's report. 

He added: "This is a public 


health crisis. It's time for the 
Government to act in the 
interests of our health." 

The Local Government 
Association said clean air 
zones on their own "are not 
the answer to tackling air 
pollution". It insisted that 
councils need "a range of 
powers and devolved funding" 
to combat the issue. 

The Efra committee urged 
the Government to ensure 
that marketing claims made 
by vehicle manufacturers are 
"fully accurate", following the 
Volkswagen emissions scandal. 

It also called for ministers to 
develop a scrappage scheme 
so the owners of diesel cars 
that are around 10 or more 
years old can get a discount on 
buying an ultra-low emission 
vehicle. 

The report welcomed plans 
to introduce real world vehicle 
testing in the European Union 
from September next year, but 
recommended that the UK 
should "argue robustly" for 
lower emission levels. 

Regulations are yet to be 
fully agreed, but it has been 
proposed that new diesel 
models will initially be allowed 
to emit up to 2.1 times more 
nitrogen oxide than the current 
lab limit to give manufacturers 
time to develop ways of 
cutting emissions and allow a 
margin for error in the testing 
equipment.

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Gold-en Guineas glory 
for Galileo and team 


CLASSIC SUCCESS: 
Galileo Gold and Frankie 
Dettori savour success in 
the QIPCO 2000 Guineas 






THERE can arguably be no greater 
feeling for a Newmarket trainer 
than to claim their first British 
Classic victory on home turf. 

Hugo Palmer now knows that joy 
as his quiet confidence in Galileo 
Gold proved justified after storming 
to victory in Saturday’s QIPCO 2000 
Guineas on the Rowley Mile. 

Despite setting off at 14-1, the 
A1 Shaqab-owned three-year-old 
showed his class to triumph by 
a length-and-a-half from Mas- 
saat, with jockey Frankie Dettori 
timing his run perfectly at just over a 
furlong out. 

Palmer, who was only granted 
his training license five years ago, 
barely had time to finish hugging 
everyone in sight in the winners’ 
enclosure before the media corps 
descended on him. 

Indeed, he barely had time to 
compose himself and admitted 
he was struggling to hold back the 
tears of joy after this win. 

But hold them back he did and 
he swiftly turned his thoughts to 
contesting a certain other Classic at 
Epsom in early June. 

“Where now?” asked Palmer 
rhetorically. “He’s out of a Galileo 
mare, his fourth dam is the dam 
of Montjeu, they’re responsible for 
nine Derby winners between them. 

“Will he stay a mile-and-a-half? 
They say the Guineas is the best 
Derby trial. 

“It’s not something I’d even 
thought about, he has an entry and 


we thought we’d get this race out of 
the way. 

“I felt so ill for the last three weeks 
coming into this race and I’m not sure 
I can face the next five weeks going 
into Epsom or wherever we go, but it 


has just been a wonderful story.” 

The bookies certainly took heed 
of this display, with Ladbrokes 
immediately offering 10-1 on Galileo 
Gold for the Investec Derby, with 
Paddy Power making him 12-1 and 


offering a first show of 2-1 for the St 
James’s Palace Stakes at Royal Ascot. 

Air Force Blue, the ante-post 
favourite all winter, never truly 
mounted a challenge, with the 
same being true for Craven Stakes 


winner Stormy Antarctic, who was 
widely tipped to head the Newmarket 
contingent’s challenge. 

Winning jockey Dettori is in no 
doubt Galileo Gold can go on to be 
a contender at Epsom. 

“I lost Golden Horn because he 
has gone to stud, but I’ve found a 
good replacement in Galileo Gold,” 
said Dettori. 

“I knew he was good and I was 
confident he would be in the first 
three, but he took my breath away. 

“It was a great performance 
from an impossible draw and in an 
impossible race, and he did it all on 
his own and showed what a good 
champion he is. 

“I’m convinced he will stay a mile- 
and-a-quarter, no problem. We can 
sit down, think about it, study the 
video and see how he comes out of 
the race, but he is definitely good 
enough.” 

But for now, Palmer is just 
delighted to see the belief he had 
in this horse from ever since he 
had him as a yearling proved to be 
justified. 

“If you come to a big race like 
this, you have to go in with huge 
confidence,” said Palmer. 

“If you come in half-hearted, 
you’d better go somewhere else, 
really. If I was going to come here, I 
was going to really believe in it. 

“I’ve never believed in a horse 
quite like I believe in this one and 
we’ll keep believing for a little longer 
yet, I’ll say.” 


Minding leads home O'Brien trio 


AIDAN O'Brien believes the 
upcoming Classic trials over the 
next two weeks will be crucial to 
connections as they map out the 
next move for QIPCO 1000 Guineas 
winner Minding. 

With a handful of rehearsal contests 
at Chester starting today followed by 
Lingfield's Oaks and Derby trials and 
the Musidora and Dante at York next 
week, O'Brien is eager to see who 
emerges triumphant. 

Minding is currently a short-priced 
favourite for next month's Investec 
Oaks and also heads the Derby 
market with the likes of Ladbrokes 
and William Hill, who are offering 
her at odds of 5-2 with a run. 

However, O'Brien is reluctant to 
rule anything in or out for his star filly, 
who led a one-two-three for the stable 
in the 1000 Guineas, with Ballydoyle 
second and Alice Springs third. 

He said: "We were delighted 


with her. Obviously we were very 
impressed with her in the Fillies' 
Mile last year and we were hoping 
she could come back to her form. 

"You're never sure, but 
everything had been going well 
with her through the winter and the 
spring and we were hopeful. 

"I think she's very good. Everyone 
saw she went through the race very 
snug and when Ryan (Moore) let 
her down to quicken, she really got 
down and quickened and finished 
well. I don't think she was stopping 
at the line. You would have to be 
very impressed and happy with her. 

"She's by Galileo and obviously 
he puts great stamina into his 
horses and her dam, Lillie Langtry, 
got a mile very well and might have 
even got further, but we didn't ask 
her to go any further. It's very much 
within her range, you would hope. 

"The next week or 10 days will 


tell us a lot as there's a lot of trials, 
fillies and colts, going to be run so 
usually what happens is we watch 
those trials, see what happens and 
then everybody has a talk about 
where they're all going to go next. 

"I think everybody is going to 
learn together where they are all 
going to slot in." 

The QIPCO Guineas Festival had a 
total attendance of 32,233, up from 
the 31,690 that attended in 2015. 

Amy Starkey, regional director of 
the Jockey Club Racecourses East, 
said: "The QIPCO Guineas Festival 
really has been a fantastic occasion. 

"After local trainer Hugo Palmer 
gained his first Classic win on 
Saturday, the crowd were treated to 
another fantastic feature race, with 
Aidan O'Brien saddling a 1-2-3 in 
the QIPCO 1000 Guineas. 

"The superb attendance figures 
reflect the quality of the cards on 



both days as well as the customer 
offering and we recorded the best 
figures in 13 years. 

"The prize money injection for 
the Classics, with over £500,000 
guaranteed for each, reflects 
a further commitment and 
investment to racing by QIPCO and 
we are extremely grateful for their 
continued support." 
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
